On November 22, 1963 when President John F. Kennedy was assinated, I 
was parked almost immediately behind the Texas School Book Depository 
building.

I'm sorry I did not report this at the time, but I figured at that time 
that you had enough witnesses. Saturday i related this to a friend 
of mine from California, who helped film a documentary on the life of 
Ur. Kennedy, and he suggested 1 report this to you ev6n at this time. 

Also, with all the different versions that are being published which 
seem to contradiot the Warren Report, I thought you may want to take 
what information I can furnish. 

I had just driven from a spot on Cedar Springs and Harwood where I had 
seen the 1 resident and the motorcade, and 1 was trying to find a spot 
to park where 1 oould see Mr. Kennedy again in the downtown area. 

I drove to the corner of Record and Pacifio streets facing the rear of 
the Texas School Book Depository building, and I looked up and down 
the railroad tracks and along side the buildings looking for a parking 
space. Not being able to see one, 1 parked there for a few minutes 
trying to decide what to do. Attached is a diagram indicating where 
I was parked. 

1 looked oouth on Record Street for the motorcade and saw one of the 
big buses crossing Record at Main, and knowing the buses were at the 
end of the motorcade; 1 realized it was too late to see the president 
again, even if I found a place to park. 1 knew nothing of the shoot- 
ing at the time, and heard no shots. I decided to turn around and go 
to the front of the Trade Mart so i drove to Lamar street and went ur.aer 
the Continental underpass heading best. As 1 came under the stemraons 
.freeway l saw the limousine speeding overhead, and still didn't realize 
anything was wrong." 

.•hile 1 was parked at the corner of Record and Pacifio, and facing 
the rear ol' the Texas school Book Depository, I saw no one leaving the 
building, no one moving a car or truck. 1 did see a man walking betvveen 
the railroad tracks headed East toward Lamar between Reoord and Lamar. 

He was heavy set and dressed in blue overalls and looked like a farmer. 
He didn’t seem, to be in a hurry. Other than this man I didn't 3ee any- 
one else.
